My dear Sirs 


i have recently discovered in an old copy of the Proceedings 
of the American Numismatic Society, that Mr. James Oliver of New 
York exhibited at the rooms of the Society in 1887 a Military Gen- 
- eral Service medal with three bars for Fort Detroit, Chateausuay 
and Christler's Farm, but having inscribed upon the edge hatin: 
“Ji Ba ee tea Canadian Militia. 


This sees was later sold with the rest of the Vliver Collec- 
tion by Sotheby in 18691; and in the Sotheby catelogue the name is 
given as in the Proceedings of the Society. As Mr. McLachlan has 
stated in the Canadian Antiquarian and Numismatic Journal that the 
medal in your Collection issued to ore ee tte was the 
only medal with three bars issued, I am rather anxious to find out 
just what this médal in the Oliver Collection was. 


That the edge inscription as reported is correct seems probable 
from the fact that it anpvears exactly the same in two such widely 
separated sources as the Society's Proceedings and the Sotheby Caie- 


leghé . 


I am interested in the whole subject because I am preparing a 
monograph on the “ilitary General Service medals with the bars re- 
lating to the War of 1812, which i hope to publish as one of the 
series of lumismatic “otes and Monovraphs issued by this ~ociety. 
And 1 should very much appreciate any information you could give re 
on. the subject, and especially anything with regard to the pedigree 
of the medal in your Collection, such as the source from which you 
secured it, etc.
